At some point in our childhood we were asked the 
most simply complex question: "What do you want to 
be when you grow up?" 

As time progressed and we matured, so did our 
answers to the question. Astronauts and spies even- 
tually morphed into lawyers and doctors.What 
changed these aspirations? Could we still not be as- 
tronauts and spies?

If you 
are a female athlete, though, the competition is even 
higher: the Women's National Basketball Association 
only takes one in every 766 female college basketball 
players; the National Women's Soccer League allows 
only one in every 986 college players and for the 
Softball fans, National Pro Fastpitch only accepts one 
in every 1,484 college fastpitch athletes. 

The point is there are more people who are not 
accepted and without an alternate path than there 
are athletes who do have the choice to make their 
sport their life. So, what if you do not know exactly 
what path of life you want to travel? That is okay. It is 
better to explore your interests and your strengths 
than to just choose a path simply because that is 
what you were told you would do. 

Take time to job shadow not just one, but multiple 
jobs that may interest you. It might even prove to be 
a smart plan of action for those who "know" what they 
want their major to be; one may find after a few hours 
in the field that it was not what they had imagined all 
along.

Being smart 
or a hard worker... 

Which will better ensure success? 



Moving from Good to Great. 
Where Does Great Performance 
Really Come From? 

According to Dr. Janae Fergu- 
son Hagan of Saltillo, who received 
ICC's Mississippi Humanities 
Council Teacher of the Year award, 
individuals must first consider 
their experiences before they can 
answer the question. 

She cited the example of her 
cousin, who is a proud ICC alum- 
nus and a doctor at St. Dominic 
Hospital in Jackson. "He always 
studied, but he was told he 
wouldn't make it in school." Today 
he has three children, two sons at 
the prestigious Jackson Prep and a 
daughter who is on full scholarship 
at Mississippi State University. 

Will someone who is naturally 
smart achieve success more than 
one who is a hard worker? 

Hagan said that much research 
has been devoted to this topic, and 
it's really interesting. 

One study involved two groups 
of students in the same class, who 
were given the same test. Half of 
the students were told that they 
must be really smart, and the other 
half, that they were hard workers. 
On the easy test, smart students 
did worse than the hard workers. 
"Praise for effort makes a differ- 
ence," Hagan said. 

Hagan also mentioned the Com- 
mon Core initiative, which she said 
is to ensure that every child in 
every grade is given the same stan- 
dards to ensure they have the same 
skills and knowledge. 



In answering the question, 
Hagan noted an Institute for High- 
way Safety study which featured a 
crash between a 2009 Malibu and 
a 1959 BelAir. She said that one 
would think that older automobiles 
were better built for crash protec- 
tion, but that is not the case. The 
Malibu actually fared better in the 
crash. "This is what happens when 
you bring in standards from years 
ago. Technology is better. Stan-

dards are improving, and products 
are getting better." 

Where does great performance 
originate, Hagan asked. "Is it hard 
work, high intelligence or innate 
talent?" 

Mississippi native Jerry Rice, 
she said, is the greatest all-time 
National Football League receiver. 
However, his coach had to urge 
him to try out since he wasn't the 
fastest player. "His every day 



regime was pretty impressive. Oth- 
ers would ask to join him, and they 
would either quit or get sick trying. 
He did something different from 
everybody else in the league." 

Another factor that contributes 
to great performance is deliberate 
practice. Hagan related examples 
including music students and a 
company that utilized the method 
for sales people in prepared pre- 
sentations. "Deliberate practice is a 
lot of work," she emphasized. 

"What do you really want," 
Hagan asked. "What do you really 
believe about great performance? 
Everybody is going to fail in some 
way. Great performance is not re- 
served for a predetermined few. 
It's available for me and you." 

Carla Faulkner, history instruc- 
tor and division head at Northeast 
Mississippi Community College, 
presented Hagan's award on behalf 
of the Mississippi Humanities 
Council at the conclusion of "Mov- 
ing from Good to Great. Where 
Does Great Performance Really 
Come From?" 

A native of Bruce, Hagan, who 
is a psychology instructor, began 
working at ICC in August 2004 
and has been employed full-time 
since January 2005. She earned 
the associate's degree from ICC, 
the master's degree from Missis- 
sippi University for Women and 
both the master's and doctorate 
degrees from Mississippi State 
University. She and her husband, 
Drew, are the parents of one 
daughter, Juliana. - Staff Reports

It's getting down to 
crunch time for exams, 
and every student is start- 
ing to wonder, "How in 
the world do I study?" To 
help, Dr. Bronson Pro- 
chaska, director of Stu- 
dent Success at Itawamba 
Community College has a 
few tips. 

"Organizing, planning 
and time management 
are skills essential to 
being a successful stu- 
dent," Prochaska said. 
"Read assignments, listen 
during lectures and take 
notes in class." 

Next, a student should 
plan ahead, scheduling 
review periods well in ad- 
vance. 

There are three kinds 
of review, Prochaska said, 
daily, weekly and major 
review. Students should 
start the week before 
exams, and a person 
should study the most 



difficult subjects first and 
slowly work their way 
down to the easiest. In 
these major reviews, Pro- 
chaska said a person 
should be prepared to 
study for 2-5 hours with 
several sufficient breaks. 

On exam day, Pro- 
chaska advised a person 
should be sure to arrive 
early and be organized. 
"Pay attention to verbal 
directions as tests are 
handed out and read over 
each section of the test, 
noting the amount of 
points each part of the 
exam is worth and esti- 
mate the time needed for 
each question." 

Before starting to 
work, the student should 
write down any formulas, 
memory aids, equations 
or anything else that is 
important in the margins 
of the test, Prochaska 
said. - Staff Reports.

Bookstore buyback 
begins 
tomorrow

With the close of the fall semester approaching, the 
bookstores on both the Fulton and Tupelo campuses 
have scheduled book buyback. 

Dates and times include Dec. 9 and 10 from 8 a.m.- 
5:30 p.m. and Dec. 11 and 12 from 8 a.m.-4:30 p.m. 

Locations are the bookstores in the Student Serv- 
ices Buildings on both the Fulton and Tupelo cam- 
puses. 

Procedures include 

1. Students must present a current student ID or 
driver's license before selling any books. 

2. Students will only be allowed to sell back books 
for classes which appear on their schedule. No one 
will be allowed to sell another student's books. 

3. Copies of your schedule will be printed for you 
at the first station of the book buyback each time you 
visit. Once you receive your schedule and your visit 
has been recorded, you must sell the books selected 
at that time on that visit. 

4. You will receive a receipt for the amount of your 
books, any balance owed in the Business office will 
then be deducted from the amount of the book re- 
fund. The remainder will then be delivered based on 
the designation of your HigherOne account. This in- 
cludes: 

a) HigherOne will mail a check to the stu- 
dent's designated address. 

b) HigherOne will deposit the money 
into the student's designated account, 
or 

c) HigherOne will apply the money to the 
student's HigherOne card

Leaders share budget 
requests with legislators

Community college leaders 
had an opportunity to share state 
budget requests for FY2016 with 
area legislators, Nov. 11, at the 
ICC Belden Center. ICC President 
Mike Eaton and Hinds Commu- 
nity College President Dr. Clyde 
Muse presented the three compo- 
nents of the request, which have 



was the pressing issue and need 
for mid-level funding, the amount 
of money mandated which should 
fall between that of K-12 and the 
universities' funding. K-12 re- 
ceives $ 4,865 per student and 
universities, $6,258. Therefore, 
according to the law passed in 
2007 supporting mid-level fund- 
ing, public community colleges 
should be receiving $5,562 per

They in- 
clude mid-level funding, capital 
improvements and dropout re- 
covery.

pupil. What are they really given? 
$3,432, clearly a major margin 
gap. Eaton and Muse presented 
the requests to be funded as set 
by the criteria for mid-level fund- 
ing. Eaton says it would cost the 
state $140 million in order to be 
fully-funded, but he indicates 
Mississippi's community and jun- 
ior college presidents would settle 
for $70 million (half). So what 
does this money cover? Eaton 
says the legislative appropriation 
would cover basic operations, 
money to update and build new 
structures and help to better 
cover the needs of each individual 
student. Other benefits would in- 



clude being able to keep tuition 
affordable, expand critically 
needed career and technical and 
allied health programs and allow 
ICC's faculty and staff to finally 
receive mid-level salaries. 

The other topics discussed at 
the meeting were Capital Im- 
provement funding and the 
Dropout Recovery Initiative. The 
Capital Improvements budget 
would cover repairs and renova- 
tions, facilities that can help meet 
the needs of every student, educa- 
tional technology and for con- 
struction of the Mississippi 
Community College Board head- 
quarters. The Dropout recovery 
program focuses on the more 
than 18,000 high school dropouts 
and the 14,000 who leave the K- 
12 system each year. Its main goal 
is to "recover" at least one-fourth 
of these students by preparing 
them to pass the GED/ high 
school equivalency test and offer- 
ing short-term skills training and 
support services. 

The legislators invited to the 
luncheon were Representatives. 
Brian Aldridge of Tupelo (Dist. 
17), Donnie Bell of Fulton (Dist. 

21) , Randy Boyd of Mantachie 
(Dist. 19), Chris Brown of Ab- 
erdeen (Dist. 20), Steve Holland 
of Plantersville (Dist. 16), Mac 
Huddleston of Pontotoc (Dist. 15), 
Preston Sullivan of Okolona (Dist. 

22) , Jerry Turner of Baldwyn 
(Dist. 18), and Senators Nickey

Kwadra Griggs had a 
breakout performance in 
front of family and friends 
as the Greenwood native 
had a career day against 
the Mississippi Delta Tro- 
jans, Oct. 18. 

"I'm proud of the game 
Griggs had," said ICC 
head football coach Sean 
Cannon. "I was worried 
that he may put a little too 
much pressure on himself 
playing against his 
brother and former high 
school teammate, but he 
came out and put together 
his best game he's had all 
season long." 

Griggs threw for 374 
yards on 23-of-32 passing 
with four touchdowns - all 
career high marks for the 
freshman who grew up 
less than 20 miles from 
Jim Randall Stadium in 
Moorhead - while rushing 
for 15 yards on five carries 
to lead the Indians to a 52- 
48 win over the Trojans to 
help spoil their homecom- 
ing. 

Mississippi Delta ral- 
lied to take its first lead of 
the game, 42-38, early in 
the fourth quarter, but 
Griggs marched the Indi- 
ans 78 yards to retake the 
lead, 45-42, with 5:16 left 
to play. 

Cartin McBride from 
Calhoun City made the 
defensive play of the game 
when he blocked his fifth 
punt of the season on the 
ensuing drive to set the 
Indians up inside the Tro- 
jans' 30-yard line and two 
passes later, Griggs found 
Grant Kimberlin from 
Olive Branch for a seven- 
yard scoring strike to give 
the Indians a 52-42 lead. 

"It wasn't a great day 
defensively, but the guys 
found ways to make plays 
when we needed them the 
most," Cannon said. "We 
were close on a couple of 
blocks earlier in the game, 
but McBride stepped up 
and made a big time play

to help us keep some of 
the momentum we had 
built after giving up the 
lead." 

Kimberlin finished the 
game with 35 yards and a 
touchdown on four 
catches. 

The Trojans answered 
with a 42-yard touchdown 
pass to make the score 52- 
48 with 1:21 to play, but 
the onside kick failed after 
freshman defensive back 
Levarious Varnado of Cal- 
houn City secured the 
kick, allowing Griggs and 
the Indians to kneel their 
way to the win. 

Jaquez McMillian from 
Southaven also had a ca- 
reer day hauling in five 
catches for 136 yards and 
two touchdowns while 
Richard McQuarley of 
Meridian continued his 
stellar freshman cam- 



paign with 138 yards and 
three touchdowns on 30 
carries as the Indians 
piled up a season-best 580 
yards (206 rushing, 374 
passing) of total offense. 

"I'm proud of our of- 
fensive guys," Cannon 
said. "They had their best 
game of the season and 
did a great job answering 
everything Delta did 
throughout the game." 

Defensively, the Indi- 
ans were led by Grenada 
native Myles Harges' 11 
tackles (10 solo, 1 assist) 
with a tackle for a loss of 
five yards while Quindar- 
ius Thagard of Luverne, 
Ala. picked off a pass that 
led to an Indian touch- 
down. 

"Being a defensive co- 
ordinator, you're never 
happy when you give up 
the amount of yards we 



gave up, but the guys kept 
fighting and dug deep late 
in the game to make some 
plays for us to be able to 
come away with the win," 
Cannon said. 

GULF COAST 

ICC ended its season 
with a 49-3 homecoming 
loss to No. 7 Gulf Coast. 

The Indians (4-5, 4-2) 
knew they had a tough op- 
ponent in the nationally- 
ranked Bulldogs. 
Quarterback and Auburn 
commit Jason Smith led 
Gulf Coast's offense to two 
quick touchdowns to 
jump out to an early lead. 

Trailing 14-0, the Indi- 
ans couldn't seem to find 
any rhythm offensively 
until McQuarley led them 
deep into Bulldogs' terri- 
tory. Big runs by McQuar- 
ley set up a 26-yard field 
goal by Tyler Jackson of 
Oxford to pull the Indians 
within 11 points. However, 
Gulf Coast answered on 
the ensuing drive with 
Smith finding the end 
zone for the third time in 
the quarter. 

The Indian offense 
held the Bulldogs to only 
seven points in the second 
quarter, but a Griggs fum- 
ble was scooped up by 
James Graves who re- 
turned it 27 yards to ex- 
tend their lead to 35-3. 
The strong defensive per- 
formance in the second 
half was led by Benny Mc- 
Call of Horn Lake, who 
finished the day with 10 
tackles and McBride who 
recorded six tackles. 

McQuarley, who fin- 
ished the season with 1, 
243 rushing yards, was 
the highlight of the Indian 
offense as he rushed for 
his seventh 100-yard 
game with 104 yards on 
22 carries. 

The Indians finished 
the season tied for second 
in the North Division and 
just missed the playoffs 
since Northwest held the 
tiebreaker.
